I don’t know any verse 
in the Bible that God has blessed 
to more souls than John 1:12. “To 
as Many as received him, to them 
gave he power.” 

I don’t know any better illu- 
stration, I could have than ma- 
trimony, for every other one 
doesn’t hold good in some points; 
but I think that is one of the 
best I could use. Some of you 
smile at this illustration, but the 
Bible uses it, and if God uses it 
in His Word, why should not I? 
In the Old Testament He uses 
it—“I am married unto you” (Jer.

“Pacifism” and the Bible

Dear Brother M 


I appreciate your frank comments, but I believe you 
have not thought some of the matters you discussed through 
very carefully, and I believe your language is sometimes in- 


accurate. 


You speak of “Christian pacifism.” There are Christian 
people who are pacifists, but pacifism is not itself distinctly 


‘Christian. I mean that the position generally taken by pac- 


fists, is not historically a Christian position, nor is it, 
in my humble judgment, borne out by the Bible. 


Christians Commanded to Obey 
Goverments Which Hold God’s 
Authority to Punish Crime 
Put Down Evil 

It is certainly true that Chris- 
tians are taught to love one an- 
other and do good to one another, 
Certainly every Christian hates 
war. Every Christian would like 
for wars to be avoided by every 
righteous means, But sometimes 
wars cannot be avoided except by 
wicked means. Sometimes Chris- 
tians ought to strive to put down 
evil, The government of a coun- 
try is not doing wrong when it 
punishes crime, even giving the 
death penalty, which is clearly 
commanded in the Bible for cer- 
tain crimes. In Romans 13, the 
Scripture says that “the powers 
that be are ordained of God.” 
Romans 13:4 says expressly, “For 
he (the governor or ruler) is the 
minister of God to thee for good. 


But if thou do that which is evil, 
be afraid; for he beareth not the 
sword in vain: for he is the min- 
ister of God, a revenger to exe- 
cute wrath upon him that doeth 
evil.” The ruler is a minister of 
God, even in bearing the sword, 
a revenger who is to execute the 
wrath of God upon criminals. So 
the Bible clearly teaches. Now, all 
of us Christians not only ‘hate 
crime but hate the wages of sin 
which follow crime. Parents grieve 
to hurt their children, and yet if 
they obey the Bible, they must 
punish their children when they 
do wrong, And nations are clearly 
in the right to put down bandi- 
try and outlawry. The soldier who 
serves his country properly serves 
Almighty God. In World War II, 
for example, it would be no serv- 
ice to God ‘to encourage Hitler to

ment for that task revealed; and 
(c) the imperative cost of that 
equipment indicated. The truth 
that the recording and interpret- 
ing Spirit would transmit from 
the witnessing Church of aposto- 
lic times to the witnessing Church 
of all the ages is this: Called, as 
we are, to testify to all men of 
our risen Saviour and Lord, we 
Christians must in wholehearted 
submission to the Holy Spirit’s 
control seek our’ enablement 
through partnership with Him in 
a mutual task. Let us attempt 
first of all, to estimate our task 
and the abilities for which it calls. 


Our Task 

“We are witnesses of these 
(words).’” The Bible has many 
functions. It is the Christian sol- 
dief’s arsenal, the pilgrim’s road- 
map, the spiritual builder’s blue- 
print. “It is the golden casket 
where gems of truth are stored.” 
But the Bible is principally the 
Book of testimony, and the Church 
is chiefly a testifying body. 


The Church from her dear Master 
Received the gift divine 

And still that light she lifteth 
O’er all the earth to shine, 

It is the golden casket 
Where gems of truth are stored; 

It is the heaven-drawn picture 
Of Christ, the living Word. 


Before Easter and before Pente- 
cost the disciples might argue as 
to who was to be prime minister 
or secretary of state in the forth- 
coming Messianic kingdom, after 
the soul-fires of the crucifixion 
and the heart-burnings of the Re- 
surrection and the Spirit-flames 
of Pentecost their peculiar calling 
as Jesus-thinkers and Christ-ians 
was settled forever. “Follow me, 
and I will make you fishers of 
men.’ He had said these words at 
the very first; now with Pente- 
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cost they were sealed*within their 
hearts as last. Consider the fol- 


lowing Scripture passages: Luke 
24:48: “And ye are witnesses of 
these things’; Acts 1:8: “But ye 


shall receive power, after that the 
Holy Ghost is come upon you: and 
ye shall be witnesses unto me both 
in Jerusalem, and in all Judea, and 
in Samaria, and unto the utter- 
most part of the earth’; Acts 2: 
32: “This Jesus hath God raised 
up, whereof we all are witnesses”: 
Acts 10:40,41: “Him God raised 


t,/up the third day, and showed him 


openly; not to all the people, but 
unto witnesses chosen before of 
God, even to us, who did eat and 
drink with him after he rose from 
the dead.”’ To be a Christian, then, 
is to be at all times a witness for 
Christ. 

Now, though the apostles were 
but eleven, the full number of the 
witnesses of His Resurrection was 
over five hundred, and the reali- 
ties they were privileged to ob- 
serve, the words they were ap- 
pointed to hear and the things they 
were chosen to witness were at 
the behest of the Faithful Wit- 
ness, the Apostle and High Priest 
of our profession, committed by 
the transcription of the Witness- 
ing Spirit unto the torch-bearers 
of the successive generations, i.e., 
the. Church universal which is the 
pillar and ground of all testi- 
monial truth. What a holy privi- 
lege it is for us Christians in this 
age on ages telling, surrounded 
now by such a greatly increased 
cloud of witnesses, to stand up in 
the Temple, in ‘the modern Areo- 
pagus and at the crossways of life, 
and like Peter, declare: ‘You 
know what we were. You see now 
what we are. Explain it otherwise 
if you can. Our own account of 
this resurrection within ourselves 
is the* other great Resurrection 
fact, namely, that “this Jesus hath 
God raised up, whereof we all are 
witnesses.” 

The Church is never powerful 
unless from that generation she 
can produce her living witnesses. 
I have seen some beautiful and 
costly old Bibles locked and sealed 
in glass cases in the British Mus- 
eum, in the library at Paris, and 
in the Roman Vatican at Rome, 
adorned with gorgeous vignettes 
and illumined with ink of gold. 
The witnessing Word is most 
beautiful, however. When revealed 
in men who, as they go througn 
the Bible, let the Bible go through

That means a witnessing 
Church. Is your church a witness- 
ing church? Are you a witnessing 
Christian? William E. Harrison 
recently wrote in The Presbyter- 
ian: ‘While 600,000 were rotting 
in concentration camps for the 
crime of preferring Christ as their 
Fuehrer the Presbyterian Church 
with millions of vested interests 
spent last year $40,555,188 for the 
support of our soul-saving institu- 
tions, or $675 for every one we 
added to the Church on confession 
of faith. It takes a hundred Pres- 
byterians twelve months to add to 
the Church one member.” Let us 
remember this: “He that winneth 
souls is wise’ or, as the original 
has it, “He that is wise winneth 
souls.” Let me ask: Is your 
Church a great witnessing, soul- 
winning institution? Let me ask: 
How many people this past year 
became Christians as the result 
of your personal invitation and 
persuasion?

As the Canons 
of Dort put it: “By the efficacy 
of the same regenerating Spirit 
He pervades the inmost recesses 
of man; He opens the closed and 
softens the hardened heart, and 
circumcises that which was uncir- 
cumcised; infuses new qualities in- 
to the will, which, though hereto- 
fore dead, He quickens; from be- 
ing evil, disobedient and refrac- 
tory, He renders it good, obedient 
and pliable; actuates and strength- 
ens it, that like a good tree it may 
bring forth the fruits of good ac- 
tions.” 

The Holy Spirit is not simply 
witnessing in the world and to 
the world of sin, righteousness and 
judgment to come. The Holy Spirit 
purposes to witness in, through 
and together with the witnessinz 
believer. It is with the indwelling 
Spirit witnessing in, with and 
through us that we begin actually 
to enter with our prayers and our 
testimony into the recesses of the 
spiritual world where God and Sa- 
tan are waging fearful warfare 
for the possession of a stricken 
soul. 

When a young cleric lamented 
to Spurgeon that so fou souls 
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were saved under his preaching, 
Spurgeon caught him off guard 
with the question: “But you don't 
expect souls to be saved every 
time you preach, do you?” ‘No, 
of course not,’ said the young 
preacher. “Then, of course, they 
won't be saved, either since you 
yourself don’t expect it,’ was 
Spurgeon’s reply. But this expec- 
tation arises from earnest “agoni- 
cation,” i.e., praying in the Spirit 
with unutterable groaning and 3 
yearning for the lost. 

As the Christian’s co-witness 
and indwelling Paraclete the Holy 
Spirit is a fire, a torch that il- 
lumines the soul-winner’s path, a 
furnace that purges the old na- 
ture’s. dross, a dynamo that gen- 
erates the power of -unremittinz 
zeal, a flame that keeps the heart 
aglow with Christ’s own unquench- 
able love for the lost. Just 
as a cannon must be one hundred 
times heavier than the shot it 
fires, so our message must have 
back of it the hundredfold dyna- 
mic of the Holy Spirit’s own re- 
serve of energy.

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him.” The secret of Pentecostal 
power, then is Pentecostal obe- 
dience. The New Testament shows 
us that this obedience, not a lega- 
listic but a:spiritual obedience of 
faith, was the master principle 
of the Early Church. The word 
“obedience” is distinctive, occur- 
ring only four times in the origi- 
nal and always it signifies actual, 
absolute, unquestioning submis- 
sion to God’s will. God raised 
Jesus the crucified from the dead, 
exalted Him to His right hand 
where He by His Holy Spirit in 
accordance with His Word rules 
in the hearts of His people. These 
were the absolutes, which had 
brought these men into a volun- 
tary complete submission which 
did not simply regard Christ, ad- 
mire Him, patronize Him or de- 
fend Him, but moved them, with- 
out respect of persons, without 
compromise, in spite of antagon- 
isms, threats and dangers, to be 
faithful to Him first and last. 
This obedience is intended to be 
implicit, prompt, exact, couraz- 
eous and unconditional, forswear- 
ing in principle any divided service 
between two or even more possi- 
ble masters. It recognizes-Christ’s 
ownership of our whole self, with 
the title in His hands and a vol- 
untary mortgage placed upon ail 
our’ members formerly used so 
blithely as instruments of sin. It 
involves the abdication of our own 
private prejudices, predictions and 
notions in willingness to do God’s 
work in God’s own way with re- 
liance upon His resources. Such 
obedience is obedience unto death, 
and in death with Christ. 
Crucified preaching can only 
come from crucified men. Only 
dead men are living preachers. 
Macarius, a distinguished teacher 
of Egypt in the fourth century,

Jim Mercer Garnered 
800 Converts in Ontario 


Florida-born Jim Mercer recent- 
ly closed a month of city-wide 
meetings in Hamilton, Ontario. 
There were 300 converts and thou- 
sands of Christians publicly con- 
fessed sins and righted wrongs in 
a mighty revival. 

Coming out of the swamp lands 
of Florida, where the survival of 
the fittest is the law of life,‘ Jim 
is a real man’s man. He has a 
keen insight and heartfelt sym- 
pathy for the problems confront- 
ing the unreached and unchurched 
of our day. 

In July Evangelist Mercer will 
hold city-wide meetings in Cal- 
gary, Alberta. 


Oscar Wells Used Greatly 
in Oklahoma City Revival 


Evangelist Oscar Wells recently 
completed a ten day revival cam- 
paign in Oklahoma City, Okla- 
homa. There were 44 additions to 
the local church—25 conversions 
and 19 admitted by Jetter—and 
four additional persons accepted 
Christ as their Saviour. 

Rev. M. H. Koonce, pastor of 
the Liberty Baptist Church, re- 
porting on the meetings said: “A 
little boy and girl led the way in 
the revival. They were saved at 
one of the morning services and 
then things began to happen, The 
little boy came with his grand- 
mother, his daddy was killed in 
the last war, and his mother mar- 
ried a Jehovah’s witness. He told 
his grandmother after it was over 
that his mother and daddy would 
probably whip him, but he didn’t 
care, they couldn’t take away his 
salvation. 


“Our biggest night was Friday 
when 10 people came forward. 
Brother Wells is certainly God's 
man on the field. He sure works 
the pastor and Christians, and the 
Lord knows that is certainly what 
we need to do. We thank God for 
the inspiration he gave us, I don’t 
believe we will ever be satisfied 
to see anything but souls coming 
to Christ. Some of the people 
made the statement that if the 
revival had gone on much longer 
with such results they would just 
have to go on to Heaven.” 


Parker Has Revival 
in his Native Community 


The latter part of April Dr. 
Monroe Parker returned to the 
community in which he was born 
—Thomasville, Alabama—for a 
ten day meeting with the Thomas- 
ville Baptist Church and he held 
a great meeting, according to Dr. 
Fred B. Moseley, pastor of the 
church. There were 64 definite 
decisions made during the meet- 
ing, not including a number of 
rededications. Sixty people united 
with the church and several with 
neighboring churches as a result 
of the meeting. 

During the meetings, Evangelist 
Parker held 14 extra services in 
the school, factories, and on the 
streets of Thomasville. 


Pat Henry Blessing 
to Richmond, Indiana 
In Richmond, Indiana, at the 
First Baptist Church during the 
jast two weeks in April, the Lord 
manifested His power in salva- 
tion in almost every meeting with 
Evangelist Pat Henry of Mobile, 
Alabama doing the preaching. 
This evangelistic meeting was 
one of the best prepared revival 


efforts for a one church meeting 


that the evangelist had witnessed 
in some time. Hundreds of calls on 
the unsaved had been made by 
the pastor and people for some 


time before the revival started, 


and during the meeting almost 
everyone in the church brought 
someone to the meeting. 


Among the notable converts was 
a man 67 years of age. When he 
came forward at the invitation 
the evangelist said to him, “You 
have waited a great number of 
years before coming to Christ.” 
“Yes,” said the man, “but I am 
ready now. I want Christ to save 
me.” On another night a woman 
about the same age was saved. 


On one night, a drunkard came 
in off the streets to the meeting 
because he saw the sign in front 
of the church, After the service he 
asked to see the evangelist and 
told him that he had started to 
kill his wife that very night and 
that something had stopped him 
and he came to the meeting, yet 
he had not been in church for 
eighteen years. A few nights later 
he came back to the meeting and 
God saved his soul. 


Pirtle at Waycross, Ga. 


Evangelist Jon A. Pirtle, Atlan- 
ta, Ga., was the preacher for the 
recent revival of Central Baptist 
Church, Waycross, Georgia. Morn- 
ing and evening services were held 
daily, April 23 through May 5, 
and also the gospel was preached 
over the radio daily.

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The manager of the Capitol Theatre, Hamilton, Ontario, catitantodl t that there were 2,500 
persons in this auditorium when Jim Mercer spoke there. There were 300 conversions. 


The Sunday morning service 
was filled to capacity, and many 
heard the service over the speaker 
system while others went to their 
cars or homes to listen to the 
broadcast of the service.

go on with his reign of murder. 
And it would not be nearly so bad 
to put Hitler and some of his men 
to death as it would to allow him 
to go on and enslave the world, 
murdering many millions more. 
So I do not believe that we can 
say that pacifism, as it is general- 
ly understood, that is, advocating 
peace at any price, is Scriptural. 
And it is certain that we cannot 
call this Christian in the histori- 
cal sense. The great groups of 
Christians, the best and wisest 
of them, have not so taught be- 
cause the Bible does not so teach. 


D. L. Moody Was Not a Pacifist 


Again, you say, “I note that D. 
L. Moody was a pacifist ... .” 
In this I believe you are greatly 
mistaken. D. L. Moody had Presi- 
dent Lincoln come and speak to 
his Sunday school, and many, 
many of the young men which 
D. L. Moody led to Christ vol- 
unteered to serve in the Union 
Army. Moody again and again 
advocated the right of the United 
States government to carry arms 
against the states that rebelled, 
or seceded. Moody preached again 
and again with illustrations from 
the war. He was an ardent anti- 
slavery man. Neither in his prac- 
tice nor in his preaching was 
D. L. Moody a pacifist. In this 
matter, too, I think you spoke 
loosely and unguardedly. 


It Is Not Fair Nor Sensible to 
Accuse Non-Pacifists of 
Compromise 

Again you make the mistake 
that is often made. You impune 
to those who differ with you only 
the basest motives. You say, “The 
church will teach against vice be- 
cause this is desired by the state, 


in addition to its Christian back- 
ground, But it rarely teaches pa- 
cifism because all the forces of 
society oppose it. The Devil has 
given ground sufficiently to allow 
War on vice and ordinary crime, 
but murder GCGommitted in the 
name of kingdoms of this world 
is still one of his favorite devices 
to lure people into ghastly whole- 
sale crime.” You say that those 
of us who preach against crime 
and sin in general do it only be- 
cause it is easy and there is no 
opposition or approximately none. 
You say that the reason We do 
not preach pacifism is because 
there is opposition. In that matter, 
you speak very carelessly, and in 
my humble judgment, your argu- 
ment is cheap and unworthy of a 
Christian because it does not give 
the facts but simply impunes the 
motives of those who differ with 
you. 


I know that many honest young 
men feel that they would sin 
against God to go into the United 
States Army, and defend the coun- 
try. I think in that they go against 
the plain command of God in Ro- 
mans 13, but I admit they are 
honest..They have been so taught. 
Since they hate war, they would 
simply let it go on and do its 
worst without honestly trying to 
bring it to an end with triumph 
for the righteous cause. Some 
parents hate to punish their chil- 
dren and let them grow up to be 
delinquent and criminal. Some 
people do not want the death pen- 
alty for rape, kidnapping, and 
murder, though ‘tthe Bible clearly 
teaches it is proper. But those 
people are not better people then 
the rest of us. When I whip my 
children and make them mind, I 


am a better Christian than the |' 


man who does not do so. If lI 
should vote in a jury the death 
penalty on a first degree mur- 
derer, I would not be a poor 
Christian, but a good one, doing 
what God has commanded Chris- 
tians to do, that is, backing up the 
government in punishing murder 
and stopping murder. 

I do not say that people are 
pacifists simply because‘it is easy. 
Then it is not either logical or 
brotherly for them to accuse me 
of trying to please men when I 
follow the plain teachings of the 
Word of God as I see it. 

If you think the government 
wants to cut down the liquor traf- 
fic, you are certainly not very 
attentive to trends. You do not 
know what is going on. If you 
think it is easy to preach hard 
against sin, then you ought to try 
awhile, as some of us evangelists 
do. If I believed that pacifism was 
right, I would preach it. And it 
would not lose me half as many 
friends as what I say about the 
lodges, the movies ‘and the liquor 
question. 


Defensive War Is Certainly 
Not “Wholesale. Crime” 

Again let me remind you that 
your language in the paragraph 
quoted above is indefinite and in- 
accurate, and thoughtless. Exe- 
cution of a criminal and murder 
are not the same thing. They are 
entirely different words with dif- 
ferent meanings. The command of 
God in the Ten Commandments 
is, “Thou shalt do no murder.” 
That is not the same as an Offi- 
cial execution by the state, or an 
execution of rebellious, wicked 
men by armies of the state, rep- 
resenting God. And a defensive 
war cannot sensibly be called 
“wholesale crime.” That language 
is not thoughtful, not accurate, 
and not true, And aggressive war 
is certainly wholesale crime. I 
mean when Hitler or Russia or 
anybody else sets out to murder 
and kill innocent, defenseless peo- 
ple for their own wicked motives, 
that is certainly wholesale crime. 
But when those people defend 
themselves and their homes ‘and 
countries, that is not only not 
wholesale crime, but they are do- 
ing their solemn duty. Exodus 22: 
2 says, “If a thief be found break- 
ing up, and be smitten that he 
die, there shall no blood be shed 
for ‘him.” That is, even defense of 
property is right, the Bible teach- 
es. And this is moral law, not 
ceremonial. And throughout the 
Old Testament example after ex- 
ample shows how God took the 
part of His people when they were 
attacked by Midianites, Assyrians, 
Babylonians and Philistines, and 
God encouraged them to fight and 
to defend themselves, and God 
helped them, And it will do no 
good to say that God is now a 
different God and has a different 
standard of morals, for that the 
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Bible never says anywhere and 
we have no right to say it. 

I am grateful for your letter. 
I feel very sympathetic toward 
good people who hate war. But for 
them to slander others equally 
sincere and accuse them of the 
basest motives, is not wise, is not 
careful and does not do good.

look at the other side. You don’t 
have to give up anything—you 
have simply to receive; and when 
you have received Christ, every- 
thing else vanishes away pretty 
quickly. Christ fills you, so that 
you don’t feel these things to be 
worth a thought. When a woman 
marries a man, it is generally 
love that prompts her. If any one 
is here that really loves a man, 
is she thinking of how much she 
will have to give? No; that 
wouldn’t be love. Love doesn’t 
feed upon itself, it feeds wpon the 
person who is loved. It is not by 
looking at what you will have to 
give up but by looking at what 
you will receive that you will be 
enabled to accept the Saviour. 
What is He willing to be to you, 
if you will have Him? Won’t you 
be made heirs of Heaven, joint- 
heirs with Christ, to reign with 
Him forever and ever, to be His, 
to be with Him where He is, to 
be what He is? Think, then, of 
what He is, and of what He gives. 
You don’t need tto trouble your- 
selves at present about what you 
have to give up. Receive Him, and 
all these things will appear utter- 
ly insignificant. 

I used to think of what I would 
have to give up. I dearly loved 
many of the pleasures of this 
earth, but now I’d as soon go out 
into your streets and eat dirt as 
do those things. God does not say, 
“Give up this and that.” He says, 
“Here is the Son of my bosom—- 
receive Him.” When you do re- 
ceive Him, everything else goes. 
Stop that talk about giving up; 
let Christ save you, and all these 
things will go for nothing. Mark 
the words, “To as many as re- 
ceived him, to them gave he pow- 
er.””

perhaps; but did you ever know 
a Man or woman who regretted 
receiving Him? No man ever re- 
gretted receiving Christ; but 1 
have heard thousands who havé 
been followers of the Devil, and 
have regretted it bitterly. And I 
notice that it is always the most 
faithful followers of the Devil 
who regret it most. 


Now, another case—Ruth andj 
Orpah. Many are like these two 
young widows. A crisis had come 
in their lives; they had lost their 
husbands, and had been living up 
there in the mountains of Moab. 
Ofiten had they visited the graves 
of their dear ones, and perhaps 
planted a few flowers there, and 
watered them with their tears 
Now, Naomi is about to returi 
to her native land, and they think 
they will go a bit of the road with 
her. It is a sad parting; but now 
the crisis comes. Down in the val. 
ley they embrace each other, anc 
give the parting kiss. Then they 
both say they will go with Naomi 
but she warns them of the diffi. 
culties and the trials which might 
await them. So Orpah says, “J 
will go back ‘to my people”; but 
Ruth cannot leave her mother-in- 
law, and says she will go with her 


Orpah turns back alone, and J 


can see her on the top of the hill; 
she stops, and turns round for 2 
last look. And Naomi says tc 
Ruth, “Behold, thy sister-in-law is 
gone back to her people, and untc 
her gods; return thou after thy 
sister-in-law.” What does Rutk 
say? “Entreat me not to leave 
thee, or to return from following 
after thee; for whither thou goest, 
I will go; and where thou lodgest, 
I will lodge; thy people shall be 
my people, and thy God my God.” 
Her choice was made. Poverty 
here or suffering and want yon- 
der, she would share Naomi’s lot. 

Orpah loved Naomi, but not 
enough to leave all for her; while 
Ruth loved her mother-in-law so 
much that the leaving of her peo- 
ple seemed nothing to her. Oh, 
may God draw out all your hearts, 
so that you may leave all and fol- 
low Him! We never hear any 
more of Orpah; the curtain falls 
upon her life.

Moab, without God and without 
hope. But how different with 
Ruth! She becomes famous in his- 
tory; she is one of the few women 
whose names have come along 
down ‘the roll of ages; and she is 
brought into the royal line of 
Heaven. I have an idea that God 
blessed her for that decision. And 
He will bless you if you decide in 
4 like manner. Will you say as 
Ruth did, “I will follow thee; and 
thy God shall be my God’? Will 
any one take up the language of 
Ruth? Is there not a Ruth here? 
If there is, the Master is calling. 


To Believe on Christ is to Trust 
Him 

I’!l take another word. I have 
been speaking of “receive’’; the 
next word I want your attention 
to is “trusting.” Many get hold of 
that when they cannot get hold 
of “believe” or “receive.” You all 
know what it is to trust. If it were 
not for trust, there would be a 
terrible commotion in this build- 
ing tonight. If you could not trust 
that the roof was firmly put up, 
you would get out pretty quickly; 
and if you could not trust these 
chairs to support you, how. long 
would you sit on them? Why, you 
wouldn’t have come here at all if 
you didn’t trust our word that 


it is just the same trust that God 
wants. It is no miraculous trust 
or faith, but just the same kind, 
only the object is different. In- 
stead of trusting in these earthly 
things, or in an arm of flesh, you 
are asked to trust in the Son of 
God. 

In Dublin I was speaking to a 
lady in the inquiry room, when I 
noticed a gentleman walking up 
and down before the door. I went 
forward and said, “Are you a 
Christian?” He was very angry, 
and turned on his heel and left 
me. The following Sunday night I 
was preaching about “receiving.” 
and I put the question, ‘‘Who’ll 
receive Him now?” That young 
man was present, and the ques- 
tion sank into his heart. The next 
day he called upon me—he was a 


merchant in that city—and said, 
“Do you remember me?” 

“No, I don’t.” 

“Do you remember the young 
man who answered you so rough- 
ly the other night?” 

“Yes, I do.” 

“Well, I’ve come to tell you I 
am saved.” 

“How did it happen?” 

“Why, I was listening to your 
sermon last night, and when you 
asked, ‘Who'll receive Him now?’ 
God put it into my heart. to say, 
‘I will’; and He has opened my 
eyes to see His Son now.” I don’t 
know why thousands should not 
do that here tonight. If you are 
ever to be saved, why not now? 

But another point you must re- 
member—salvation is a free gift,

family table. Ingratitude to God 
can only result in lack of appre- 
ciation for each other. He is a 
wise head of the home who fol- 
lows the example of an Apostle, 
who, “took bread and gave thanks 
to God in the presence of them 
all, and when he had broken it he 
began to eat” (Acts 27:35). 


The Family Pew 


The family pew comes in for its 
share of consideration. Respect 
for the Lord’s Day and due re- 
gard for the Lord’s House cannot 
fail of the highest results when 
incorporated into the family life. 
Let every member of any home oc- 
cupy the same pew, sing together 
the same hymns of faith and in- 
spiration, feel the same emotions 
in their hearts and be challenged 
by the same living Word of God 
and that family will be “sitting 
in heavenly places.” Failure to 
fortify one’s home life by regular 
family church attendance is to 
invite disaster, on the authority of 
the best juvenile judges and FBI 
statistics. He is a wise parent who 
heeds the scriptural warning, 
“Forsake not the assembling of 
yourselves together” (Heb. 10:25). 


The Family Income 


The fourth feature of an Ideal 
Home will be found in steward- 
ship. God will bless that home 
which consecrates a tithe (one- 
tenth) of the family income to 
God’s service.

An inte- 
gral part of a prosperous family 
life is obedience to God’s com- 
mand, “Bring ye all the tithes 
into the storehouse, and prove me, 
saith the Lord, if I will not open 
you the windows of heaven, and 
pour you out a blessing, that there 
shall not be room enough to re- 
ceive it” (Malachi 3:10).

‘precious meetings pass without 
igetting Christ—without being able 
ito look up and say, “Christ is my 
Saviour, God is my Father, Heaven 
is my home.” 

A lady came to my house one 
night, anxious about her soul; but 
after some conversation she left, 
without finding peace. She came 
again, and I asked, “What is the 
trouble?” 

“I haven’t got peace.” 

I took her to this verse. “He 
that beheveth on the Son hath 
everlasting life’ (John 3:36). I 
just held up that little word “hath” 
to her, and turned to John 5:24 
and 6:47. There these words were 
spoken by Jesus, and they are all 
linked on to believing on the Son. 

After we had talked for some 
time, she looked in my face ear- 
nestly, and said, “I have got it!” 
and went away rejoicing in the 
Saviour’s love. If you seek life 
you can have it now, as you sit 
upon your seat. The word “hath” 
occurs again in Isaiah 53:60: “All 
we like sheep have gone astray; 

. and the Lord hath laid on 
him the iniquity of us all.” Our 
iniquity has been laid upon Christ, 
and the Lord is not going to de- 
mand payment twice. “Who his 
own self bare our sins in his own 
body on the tree.” 

Now, one question: What are 
you going to do with Christ? You 
have got to settle that question. 
You may get angry, but you must 
settle it. Pilate wanted to shirk 
the responsibility, and sent Jesus 
to Herod; but he was forced to a 
decision. When the Jews forced 
him to decide, he washed his 
hands and said he was “innocent 
of this just man’s blood.” But did 
that take away his guilt? No. 

An angel may be here, hoverinz 
over this audience, and he is lis- 
tening to what is said. Some one 
may say, “I will receive Him; I 
will delay no longer.” Immediate- 
ly the angel will wing his way 
right up to the pearly gates, and 
tells the news that another sin- 
ner has been saved. There will be 
a new song ringing through the 
courts of Heaven over sinners re- 
penting. God will issue the com- 
mand to write down their names 
in the book of life, and to get 
rooms ready for them in the new 
Jerusalem, where we all will soon 
be. 

A man was being tried for a 
crime, the punishment of whicn 
was death. The witnesses came in 
one by one, and testified to his 
guilt, but there he stood quite 
calm and unmoved. The judge and 
the jury were quite surprised at 
his indifference; they could not 
understand how he could take such 
a serious matter so calmly. When 
the jury retired, it did not take 
them many minutes to decide on 
the verdict, ‘“‘guilty’; and when 
the judge was passing the sen- 
tence of déath upon the criminal, 
he told him how surprised he was 


the prospect of death. When the 
judge had finished, the man put 
his hand in his bosom, pulled out 
a document, and walked out of 
the dock a free man. Ah, that was 
why he could be so calm; it was 
a free pardon from his king, which 
he had hid in his pocket all the 
time. The king had instructed him 
to allow the trial to proceed, and 
to produce the pardon only when 
he was condemned. No wonder, 
then, that-he was indifferent as

that is just what will make us 
joyful in the great day of judg- 
ment; we have got a pardon from 
the Great King, and it is sealed 
with the blood of His Son. 

After the Chicago fire, a great 
many things were sent to us from 
all parts of the world. The boxes 
that came in were labelled “For 
the people who were burned out,’ 
and all.a man had to do was to 
prove that he had been burned 
out, and he got a share. So you 
have but to prove that you are 
poor, miserable sinners, and there’s 
help for you. If every man who 
is ruined and lost will cling to 
“try,” there is no hope; but if he 
gives it all up as a bad job, then 
Christ will save him. The law con- 
demns us, but Christ saves us. 

The superintendent of a Sab- 
bath school was walking down the 
street one day, when he met a 
policeman leading by the hand a 
little boy, who was crying bitter- 
ly. He stopped, and asked the po- 
liceman what was the matter with 
the boy. “Oh,” said the officer, 
“he is lost.” The superintendent 
asked to look at him. They went 
to a lamp, and held up the little 
fellow. Why, in a moment the 
boy knew his superintendent, and 
flew to his arms. The gentleman 
took him for the policeman, and 
the boy was comforted. The law 
has got us, but let us flee into 
Jesus’ arms, and we are safe. 


Faith Need Not Wait for Feelings‘! 


A friend of mine in the North 
told me of a poor Scottish lassie, 
who was very anxious about her 
soul. He told her to read Isaiah 
53. She replied, “I canna read, and 
I canna pray; Jesus, take me as 
I am!” That was the true way; 
and Jesus just took her as she 
was. Let Him take you, just as 
you are, and He will receive you 
to His arms. 

One night, when preaching in 
Philadelphia, right down by the 
side of the pulpit there was a 
young lady whose eyes were ri- 
veted on me as if she were drink- 
ing in every word. It is precious 
to preach to people like that; they 
generally get good, even if the 
sermon is poor. I got interested in 
her, and after I had done talking, 
I went and spoke to her. 

“Are you a Christian?” 

“No, I wish I was; I have been 
seeking Jesus for three years.” 

I said, “There must be some 
mistake.” 

She looked strangely at me, and 
said, “Don’t you believe me?” 

“Well, no doubt you thought 
you were seeking Jesus; but it 
doesn’t take an anxious sinner 
three years to meet an anxious 
Saviour.” 

“What am I to do, then?” 

“The matter is you are trying 
to do something; you must just 
believe on the Lord Jesus Christ.” 

“Oh, I am sick and tired of the 
word, ‘Believe, believe, believe! I 
don’t know what it is.’ 

“Well,” I said, “we'll change the 
word; take ‘trust.’” 

“If I say, ‘I’ll trust Him,’ will 
He save me?” 

“No, I don’t say that; you may 
say a thousand things, but if you 
do trust Him.” 

“Well,” she said, “I do trust 
Him; but,’ she added in the same 
breath, “I don’t feel any better.” 

“Ah, I’ve got it now! You’ve been 
looking for feelings for three 
years instead of for Jesus. Faith 
is up above, not down here.” 

People are always looking for 
feelings. You are getting up a new 
translation of the Bible here, and 
if the men who.are translating it 
would only put in feelings instead 
of faith, what a rush there would 
be for that Bible. But if you look 
from Genesis to Revelation, you 
cannot find feelings attached to 
salvation. We must rise above 
feelings; if you could, what a time 
you'd have!
